Officials urge 
care following 
medical record 
snafu 

A local physician reported the loss of control 
over more than 1,500 patient records when she was 
unable to retrieve them upon leaving the Didsbury 
Medical Clinic to start a clinic of her own, according 
to officials. 

Following an investigation by the Information and 
Privacy Commissioner (OIPC) of Alberta, Rachel 
Hayward, portfolio officer for the OIPC, wrote in 
her investigation report - H2013-IR-01 - that Dr. 
Dianne Smith did not follow the Health Information 
Act (HIA), because she did not have a direct con¬ 
tract with the Electronic Medical Record (EMR) 
provider for the clinic, as outlined in the HIA. 

“When custodians do not directly sign agreements 
with their EMR vendors, they may find themselves 
in the unfortunate position of not being able to 
exercise control over health information they need 
to provide health services," stated Hayward. 

“Custodians remain accountable for the health 
information they collect, use and disclose, and must 
ensure they are playing an active role in determin¬ 
ing how that information is managed.” 

The issue was reported by Smith when she 
requested that Telin Medical Systems Ltd. send her 
the required records so she could start up her own 
clinic and keep her patients’ records, according to 
Hayward’s report. 

Telin officials told her they could not transfer the 
records to her because she was not the custodian 
listed on the contract, and that the owner of the 
clinic, Shariz Jaffer, was the custodian, and Jaffer 
initially refused to provide consent for the transfer. 

“Given that Mr. Jaffer is not a custodian under 
the HIA and that the HIA only allows a custodian 
to sign the agreement, this agreement should have 
been signed by Dr. (Ashif) Jaffer (the other doctor 
working at the Didsbury Medical Clinic) and Dr. 
Smith." Hayward wrote 
in the report. 

A custodian in this 
regard is someone 
belonging to the College 
of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Alberta, 

Hayward noted. 

“I find the agreement 
provided to me is not a 
valid information manag¬ 
er agreement as defined 
in the HLA.” 

During her investiga¬ 
tion, Hayward found that both doctors had contra¬ 
vened Section 31 of the HIA when they disclosed 
health information to Telin, because neither doctor 
had an agreement with the EMR themselves. 

Jill Clayton, the information and privacy commis¬ 
sioner, said that generally, OIPC does not publicly 
release investigations, but that this one can provide 


some important lessons to custodians of medical 
records. 

“Certainly we thought it was a significant investi¬ 
gation report, which is why we published it,” said 
Clayton. 

“When we do, it’s usually because we think there's 
either a systemic issue or we think it’s a good oppor¬ 
tunity to relay a story that we think is something 
we need to share with 
others.” 

In this case, Clayton 
thought this particu¬ 
lar investigation had a 
good message, and since 
educating custodians 
of their responsibilities 
under the HIA is part of 
the OIPC’s mandate, she 
believes there is merit in 
bringing custodians’ obli¬ 
gations to their attention, 
she said. 

She noted the OIPC is 
responsible for oversight of three statutes: the 
Freedom of Information and Protection of Privacy 
Act (FOIPP), the Personal Information Protection 
Act (PIPA) and the HIA. 

“A nu\jor portion of the mandate is to resolve com¬ 
plaints and investigate, and for the most part we are 
able to resolve things informally, with recommenda¬ 


tions being made,” she said. 

The three recommendations made by Hayward 
following her investigation are that: 

“...Dr. Jaffer revisit the agreement with Telin 
to ensure that it is signed by the custodian of 
the records (in this case himself)...that Dr. Smith 
review her agreement with her new EMR vendor 
to ensure (the same thing, and) generally, I recom¬ 
mend all custodians review their agreements with 
their EMR providers to ensure that they are signed 
by the custodian(s) responsible for the custody and 
control of the health information.” 

In conclusion, the OIPC was able to resolve the 
issue, and Smith was eventually able to regain cus¬ 
tody and control of her records. 

“However, the process took several weeks," wrote 
Hayward. 

“This time delay could have been avoided if she 
had entered into an information manager agreement 
with Telin.” 

This investigation highlights two important issues 
with respect to the relationships between custodi¬ 
ans and information managers, she wrote. 

First, that information manager agreements must 
be signed by custodians - agreements signed by 
anybody other than a custodian is not a valid agree¬ 
ment under the HIA, and that without a proper 
agreement in place, problems like this may arise. 

Smith declined to comment on the results of the 
investigation.

Following another successful year 
with the annual show and shine, the 
event is now in the care of the new¬ 
ly-formed Didsbury Car Club (DCC), 
according to Gil Enns, president of the 
DCC.

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No injuries following rural shop fire

utility pickup, a wild land unit for fight¬ 
ing grassfires, while Didsbury provided 
a tender, a pumper, and a command 
unit, and Cremona provided a tanker 
and an engine, he said, adding there 
were about 20 firefighters in total, with 
more than half from Carstairs. 

The call went out just after 4 p.m., 
and when the departments arrived, 
the storage area of the shop was fully 
engulfed in flame. 

Though that portion suffered rmyor 
damage, the main area of the shop 
was saved, other than some smoke 
damage, he said, noting that the total 
cost of the damage has yet to be cal¬ 
culated. 

Firefighters were finished extin¬ 
guishing the fire around 7 p.m., though 
Cremona was cleared to leave earlier, 
he added. 

The fire doesn’t seem suspicious, and 
though the investigation will continue, 
he suspects it was simply a mistake. 

“It looked like it was a human error. 
He was working on some stuff and 
made a mistake and caused a fire. 
Nothing suspicious." 

The Mutual Aid Agreement between 
towns in the county helped play a 
role in minimizing the damage, he 
added. 

“(Our departments) work very well 
together... we have a lot of our train¬ 
ing coinciding with the other depart¬ 
ments and our equipment works well 
together,” he said. 

“There’s been a lot of groundwork 
laid recently to make sure that when 
multiple departments show up to a 
single call that everything flows well 
His department sent out two fire together and we work well together as 
trucks, a conunand unit, a tanker unit, a a team.”

Beefing up 
anti-bullying 
fight a 
good move 


VIDEO GAMES WILL NEVER COMPARE ~

Affecting far too many young people, including 
right here in West Central Alberta, bullying is one of 
the great downsides of the education experience in 
Alberta in 2013. 

Whether it’s through face-to-face or online bully¬ 
ing, the victimization of students by other students 
makes life difficult and in some tragic cases even 
intolerable. 

No question, bullying is one of the most pressing 
social issues facing this province and something that 
must be addressed. As such, MLAs from all parties 
have an ongoing obligation to work hard with educa¬ 
tors, parents and young people themselves to bring 
about a reduction in bullying 
in Alberta. 

\ Last week, the Redford gov¬ 

ernment took what may prove 
•wJ r» to be an important step in the 

” anti-bullying fight,

announc¬ 
ing that it has created a new 
associate cabinet position 
tasked with fighting bully¬ 
ing, as well as fighting vio¬ 
lence against women and the 
exploitation of children. 

MLA Sandra Jansen will 
hold the new associate min¬ 
ister position, making her the 
highest-ranking government 
official to ever be tasked specifically with fighting 
bullying in Alberta. 

“We’re going to put in new measures to fight bul¬ 
lying, new measures to light human trafficking and 
the sexual exploitation of women and children," said 
Jansen. 

Premier Alison Redford added: “There’s been a 
number of best practices right across the country, 
but to actually pull those pieces together in a way 
that we can ensure has an impact on children today, 
immediately, is very important.” 

Jansen, who was elected in 2012, may announce 
new anti-bullying measures when the new session 
of the legislature gets underway this fall. Hopefully, 
those plans will include concrete steps to turn the 
tables on bullies, making them pay a much heavier 
price for their cruel actions. 

Meanwhile, official Opposition Wildrose justice 
critic Shayne Saskiw questions whether a new asso¬ 
ciate minister position is really necessary. 

“Protecting families and communities should be 
the No. 1 priority of any government, but one 
would expect the requirements under this role would 
already fall under the minister of justice and Solicitor 
General combined with the human services minis¬ 
ter,” said Saskiw. 

Despite their political differences, MLAs should real¬ 
ize that with the well-being and health of Alberta’s 
young p<*ople at stake, the anti-bullying fight will, in the 
end, need to be all about cooperation and teamwork. 

When bullying makes students afraid to pursue 
their rightful educations it is a black mark on 
Alberta, hurting both current and future generations 
of Albertans. 

With that in mind, MLA Jansen will hopefully take 
her new position very seriously - because students, 
parents and other Albertans are counting on her to 
help get the anti-bullying job done.

Getting serious over human rights in Sochi

Back in 1981 the scribbler inter¬ 
viewed a young boxer named 
Steve Nolan, a fine young man 
from Sault Ste.

Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird told The Canadian Press on 
Aug. 1 he is deeply concerned the 
new Russian law will be enforced 
during the 2014 Winter Olympics 
in Sochi. He called the law an 
“incitement to intolerance, which 
breeds hate.” 

And so follows the growing 
discussion that maybe Canada 
should not go to Sochi, a scenar¬ 
io that would send shockwaves 
through the corridors of the 
National Hockey League, desper¬ 
ate for global coverage, and the 
American broadcaster NBC that 
paid $775 million for television 
rights in the U S. The publicly- 
owned CBC is Canada’s broad¬

RCMP request

“They were offering 
to fix it for them at a 
cost, and the caller 
quickly suspected they 
were fraudsters - which 
is right - and hung up 
on them without giving 
them any personal or 
financial information,” 
he said. 

The resident called 
the RCMP, who in turn 
called the Canadian Anti- 
Fraud Centre who con¬ 
firmed that it was indeed 
a fraudulent call, he said. 

Police encourage resi¬ 
dents to be highly sus¬ 
pect of cold calls from 


people representing big 
companies like banks 
or software companies, 
and if in any doubt, don’t 
hesitate to either look 
up the number online, 
or simply hang up, he 
added. 

Wright’s recommenda¬ 
tion is to hang up with¬ 
out giving the caller any 
information, and con¬ 
tact the RCMP to report 
the incident so they can 
warn others. 

“We’ve seen most of 
the frauds out there, and 
are very familiar with 
them, so we can reas¬ 
sure residents they did 
the right thing.”
